Its light shone very 
dimly (like a kind of twilight) just at the last. 

( b ) The moon’s limb, as seen upon Jupiter , showed several projecting points. 
Jupiter finally disappeared in a hollow; so that the last portion visible 
was triangular. 

(c) First contact could not be caught. 

(d) Uncertain to i s or 2 s . 

(e) Late i s or 2 s ; Jupiter being very dim at first appearance. No distortion 
visible either at immersion or emersion; but the last portion of all the 
satellites (at immersion) seemed to hang for an instant on the limb, and 
was very dim. The same was noticed of Jupiter , though in a less degree;
